WASHINGTON OIE) — If you 
need a new set of tires for your 
automobile, you can save about 
$3.00 in taxes by buying them be­ 
fore midnight Saturday. 
On Sunday the federal govern­ 
ment will slap higher taxes on tires, 
gasoline, diesel fuel, trucks, buses 
and truck-trailers. 
The increased taxes are included 
in a bill which President Eisen­ 
hower is certain to sign into law 
this week. The bill will put into 
effect the biggest construction pro­ 
gram in history to modernize the 
nation’s highways. The higher tax­ 
es on motorists and truckers are 
to help pay for it. 
The House and Senate complet­ 
ed congressional action on the 
measure Tuesday. 
Here is how the new taxes will 
affect motorists and truckers: 
Tires — The federal tax will 
jump from five to eight cents a 
pound. This means a tax increase 
of 74 cents a tire on the tubeless 
ones with which new popular-make 
passenger cars now come equipped. 
Thjjs, it will cost $3.70 more in 
taxes to produce a new automobile 
with a spare tire. 
The tax on old-type tires, with 
tubes, of the same popular size 
will go up only 65 cents a tire, since 
they weigh less. The tax will go 
up much more on big heavy truck 
tires. 
Consumers will be hit im­ 
mediately because retailers and 
wholesalers must pay the tax on 
their July I inventory. 
Gasoline — The tax jumps from 
two cents to three cents a gallon. 
Somd service stations may not 
boost gasoline prices immediately. 
Gasoline delivered to service sta­ 
tions by midnight Saturday will be 
exempt. 
It will be up to each service 


station operator to decide when to 
hike his prices. Some big stations 
in cities can store only a two or 
three day supply. Others can hojd 
a week’s supply. 
Some rural sta­ 
tions with little business need only 
bi-monthly deliveries. 
Diesel Fuel — The tax jumps 
from two cents to three cents a 
gallon and truckers will be hit im­ 
mediately, since this is a retail, 
rather than a manufacturers’ ex­ 
cise tax, as in the case of gasoline. 
Trucks, Buses and Truck-Trailer* 
—The federal government will col­ 
lect from manufacturers rn tax 
equal to IO per cent of their sale 
price, instead of the present eight 
per cent. The only way to escape 
the levy is .to buy before midnight 
Saturday. 
Inventories in dealers’ 
and distributors’ hands on Sunday 
will be subjected to the tax. 
Weight Tax On Trucks — Start­ 
ing Sunday, operators of trucks 
weighing 13 tons or more will have 
to pay a new tax on $1.50 per 1,000 
pounds on the gross weight of their 
trucks. 
This amounts to $39 for 
a 13-ton truck. 
Tread Rubber — Manufacturer* 
of camelback, or rubber used in 
re-treading tires, will be subjected 
to a new tax of three cents a pound. 
During the next 12 months the 
new taxes are expected .to raise 
$612 million in revenue. The rev­ 
enue over a 16-year period is fore­ 
cast at $14,814,000,000. 
This money — along with most 
of the revenue from already exist­ 
ing highway user taxes — will go 
into a special new highway trust 
fund. 
Thus, motorists and truck­ 
ers can console themselves that the 
’taxes they pay will be used for 
building highways. 


Gov't Considers Eventual Switch of 
All Telecasting to UHF Channels

WASHINGTON ULE) — The gov­ 
ernment is considering an eventual 
switch of all the nation’s television 
broadcasting to new channels which 
most present sets are not equipped 
to receive. 
The move, however, is only in 
the study stage and will be subject 
to long controversy and argument. 
Even if it were finally approved 
and ordered, the switch would re­ 
quire about IO years to put into 
effect fully, most experts estimate. 
The step under consideration 
would shift television broadcasting 
from very high frequency (VHF) 
channels to the ultra high (UHF) 
band. The Federal Communications 
Commission 
announced 
Tuesday 
that it is studying the matter. 
12 VHF Channels 
Most present TV sets receive 
only VHF channels—channels two 
through 13. Of the 37 million sets 
estimated in the nation, only 7 mil­ 
lion are equipped to receive UHF 
telecasting only by installing an 
adapter. Such an installation costs 
from $25 to $75. 
The FCC emphasized, however, 
that in any shift to UHF it would 
allow a transition period “suffi­ 
ciently long to cover the useful 
life of VHF-only receivers in the 
hands of the public. 
Reason For Study 
Future sets presumably would be 
built mainly for UHF use. 
The 
newest models still are aimed at 
the VHF market but are built so 
that conversion to UHF can be 


made in only about five minutes 
and at a nominal cost. 
The reason FCC is studying the 
shift to UHF is that there are, at 
present, 70 UHF channels available 
for allotment for commercial TV 
stations compared to VHF’s 12. 
Hence, it said, the shift would per­ 
mit a greater number of stations 
for each reception area and estab­ 
lishment of stations in areas never 
before served by TV. 
The FCC first began opening up 
UHF channels in 1952, but UHF 
stations established since then have 
had a rough go of i t The public 
had too few sets which could re­ 
ceive UHF, and VHF stations al­ 
ready were established in the field 
with superior programming and a 
prior claim on advertising dollars. 


WASHINGTON (UU) — The Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission 
said Tuesday it is considering the 
following changes in very high fre­ 
quency and ultra high frequency 
TV assignments in Illinois: 
Peoria-Rock Island, IIL: 
Make 
Peoria all UHF by deleting Chan­ 
nel 8 and adding Channel 25 giving 
Channel 8 to Rock Island. 
This 
will force an exchange of Channel 
77 for Channel 40 at Galesburg, HI. 
Springfield* HI.-S t Louis, Mo.: 
Make Springfield all UHF by trans­ 
ferring Channel 2 to S t Louis and 
giving Springfield Channel 39. This 
will necessitate a substitution of 
Channel 49 for Channel 53 at Lin­ 
coln, 111.

SPRINGFIELD W — Illinois 
motorists were urged today to 
“drive with extra caution and a 
constant awareness of the situa­ 
tion” to help reduce traffic deaths 
on the Fourth of July. 
The plea came from Robert A. 
Campbell, state traffic safety co­ 
ordinator, who said nt least 76 per­ 
sons died in July 4th traffic acci­ 
dents in Hlinois in the last five 
years. 
Campbell’s office will maintain 
a 30-hour vigil during the July 4 
holiday period to keep a check on 
the state’s traffic death count and 
to make appeals for safe driving.

WASHINGTON <W - The House 
committee im Un-American Activi­ 
ties voted 6-0 today to give Arthur 
Miller playwright fiance of Ac­ 
tress Marilyn Monroe, IO days to 
purge himself of a possible con­ 
tempt citation. 
The committee also voted unan­ 
imously to recommend that the 
House cite for contempt of Con­ 
gress tour other recent witnesses. 
They include Otto Nathan, executor 
of the estate of the late Albert 
Einstein. 
All five balked at certain ques­ 
tions during committee hearings 
earlier this month. 
Miller, who testified last w ed, 
talked freely of bis past associa­ 
tions with Communist-fronts but 
refused to name other persons. He 
said his conscience wouldn’t per­ 
mit him to do so. 
A spokesman said the commit­ 
tee decided to give Miller “IO days 
to answer the questions . . . in or­ 
der to purge himself of contempt 
and eliminate a possibility of con­ 
tempt proceedings” 
Nathan refused to answer some 
questions about 
Communist-front 
organizations, but did not plead 
the Fifth Amendment against pos­ 
sible self-incriminatioo. 
He alan 
refused to surrender ms passport. 
The committee 
alw approved 
contempt citations for John W. 
Simpson, S t Louis; William E. 
Davis, St Louis; and Mrs. Anna 
Yasgur Kling, University City, Mo. 
The latter three appeared before 
the committee at a public hearing 
at St Louis earlier this month. 
A spokesman said Mrs. Kling 
admitted former Communist party 
membership, but refused to give 
the committee 
any 
information 
about other persons. 
He added that Simpson and Da­ 
vis refused to* answer any ques­ 
tions pleading the privilege of the 
Fifth Amendment.

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Foreign Aid Bill

It seems fair to conclude that 
President Eisenhower would not! 
have thrown his weight and pres­ 
tige into the congressional fight 
for the full $4.9 billion foreign aid| 
proposal if ha did not believe the 
program vital to America's wel-l 
fare. 
Yet the administration and its 
leaders in Congrass failed to win 
the day in the House and evident­ 
ly have slim chance to scot* int 
the Senate 
At most the Senate 
might restate $500 million af the 
$1.1 billion ehopped out by the 
House. 
But some of this would 
undoubtedly be lost in reconciling 
differences between 
House and 
Senate versions. 
On top of this is the feet that 
the bills now under study are “au­ 
thorizations’* for foreign aid ex­ 
penditure; the actual appropria­ 
tions ara voted in separate meas­ 
ures later. And the history cf for­ 
eign aid legislation is that the ap­ 
propriations are normally smaller \ 
than the authorisations. 
Why has Mr. Eisenhower tact 
this battle so far? 
The reasons are probably sev­ 
eral. In an alectien year, “econ­ 
omy" has a great sound ta law­ 
makers who must face the velars 
in the fall. Since foreigners dont] 
vote in our elections, it is always! 
most o>nv lent to 9*ft^M H H 
en foreign programs.

Secondly, the always-potant een-l 
gressional resistance to foreign aIii 
as such has increased as the pro-1 
gram has stretched out through!

Boils in Latin 
American Areas 


MEXICO CITY im - Political 
unrest boiled today in half a dozen 
Latin American countries hit by 
paralyzing strikes, riots, threat­ 
ened assassination and hints of 
open invasion. 
In Peru, the government sus­ 
pended for 30 days certain consti­ 
tutional guarantees in an attempt 
to end rioting in which more than 
60 persons have been injured. 
Guatemala was reported tense

Teacher Charges 


'Rotten Boroughs' 


In Legislative Map 


CHICAGO UA— A schoolteacher 
charges there sre “rotten bo­ 
roughs” in the new map of Illi­ 
nois legislative districts. 
Robert H Engle of Chicago, who 
has studied the complex subject 
of reapportionment, said Monday 
the 1955 remap job had failed to 
insure equal representation for all 
voters 
Engle told the City Gub of Chi­ 
cago that the population of the new 
House districts varies from 19.1 
per cent below average for the 
45th, composed of Iroquois and 
Vermilion counties, to 39.5 per 
cent above average for St. Clair 
county, a district in itself. 
He said the same wide range 
applies to the population of new 
Senate districts. Engle called for 
action in the courts and in the 
Legislature to alter the picture. 


Federal Highway Program Will 
Cost Each Motorist $8.68 Year

WASHINGTON OI — UM $33,- 
900,000,000 federal-atata 
highway 
program proposed to Congress 
would cost the average motorist 
$8 90 a year to higher “urn” tax­ 
es. 
But the experts believe motor­ 
ists would get back that much and 
more by saving a penny on each 
mfie they drive on the proposed 
new super highways. 
Furthermore, they say, the new 
highways should sava 1,500 lives 
each year. 
The bill is a compromis* be­ 
tween versions the House and Sen­ 
ate already have approved. 
Six-Eight Lane Turnpikes 
Th* program is keyed to a vast 
network of super interstate high­ 
ways that will take IS years to 
build and will coat $17,500,OOO,OOO. 
The federal government will pick 
up 90 per cent of the tab—about 
$24,700,000,000 billion — with tho 
states supplying th* rest. 
About 6,000 miles of the 41,000 
mile system will bt giant turn­ 
pikes of six or eight lanes, another 
27,000 miles will be four-lane road­ 
ways and 7,000 miles will be two 
lanes, with room to expand when 
needed. The bureau of roads will 
decide the type of roadway for the 
remaining 1,000 miles. 
No 
roadsigns 
will mar 
the 
scenery. All the highways will be 
divided and most will be land­ 
scaped. There will be no bot dog 
stands, no intersections, no red 


lights, no stop signs, no dangerous 
curves, no steep hills. 
And all of the roads will be free 
—from Seattle to Miami, from San 
Diego to Bangor, Me. 
Almost every American city 
with a population of 50,000 or more 
will have easy access to the inter­ 
state network and present plans 
call for by-passes around 50 ma­ 
jor cities to save th* motorists’ 
time and nerves. * 
Death rates 
from 
accidents 
were expected- to fall 40 per cent 
on the super highways—a matter 
of 5,500 lives a year. 
The bill also would authorize 
construction of primary and sec­ 
ondary roads at a cost of $5,100,- 
000,000 ova rthe next three years. 
The federal government and the 
states 
would split these costs 
equally. 
Another $300,000,000 would 
be 
spent on roads on federal lands. 
To pay for the highways, taxes 
on gasoline will be raised one cent 
a gallon. ,Also increased will be 
federal taxes on tires, trucks, 
buses and trailers.

In Saline county retired workers 
were receiving $75,789 monthly in 
social security payments as 195$ 
came to a close, Mr. Hill said 
Dependents of old-age beneficiar­ 
ies or survivors of workers who 
had died were getting $27,574 a 
month in Saline county at the end 
of the year 
These amounts repre­ 
sent substantial increases over the 
preceding year. 
Pointing out the significance of 
old-age and survivors insurance 
under social security as a floor of 
financial protection for the aged, 
Mr. Hill said that in the nation as 
a whole today, over half of the 
non-working aged people are eligi­ 
ble for monthly benefits under the 
social security program and that 
in the years ahead the proportion 
will steadily increase. 
This, he 
said, will result primarily from the 
extension of coverage under the 
1954 amendments to approximate­ 
ly IO million more working people 
—including mo'd of the nation’s 
farm population. 
Children made up a large group 
of beneficiaries in Saline county 
in 1955 ; 399 of them were receiv­ 
ing monthly benefits totaling $13,- 
759 at the end of the year. 
Most 
of them were survivors of an in­ 
sured fathei or mother who had 
died, but some were the minor 
children of retired workers receiv- j 
ing old-age benefits. 
If the child of a retired or de­ 
ceased person is entitled to month­ 
ly payments, the child’s mother 
may also be entitled to benefits, 
regardless of her age. 
In Saline 
county at the end of 1955, IOO 
widowed mothers who were car­ 
ing for child beneficiaries were 
receiving $4,497 per month; $9,318 
went to aged widows, aged depend­ 
ent widowers, and aged parent* 
of deceased workers in December 
1955. Lump-sum death payments, 
which can be made regardless of 
whether or not monthly benefits 
are also payable, totaled $7,945,000 
in the State of Illinois in 1955. 
The nationwide total of monthly 
and lump-sum benefits paid under 
the old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance program in the year 1955— 
$4,855 million—exceeded the total 
amount paid in the l l 1-2 year* 
from January 1940 through June 
1951. 
By the end of 1955, benefit 
payments under the program had 
totaled almost $19.7 billion since 
the beginning of the program. 
The increase in total benefit pay­ 
ments reflect* the marked rise in 
the number of beneficiaries and 
also the Urger benefits payable to 
qualified individuals as a result of 
the 1950, 1952, and 1954 amend­ 
ments to the Social Security Act. 
While benefits can now be paid 
for as many as 12 months preced­ 
ing the month of filing an applica­ 
tion, Mr. Hill urges everyone to 
get in touch with his social secur­ 
ity office (I) when he reaches age 
65, even though he is still work­ 
ing, (2) when he reaches age 72, 
regardless of the amount of his 
earnings, or (3) when the family 
breadwinner 
dies 
People 
who 
have been in employment or self- 
employment 
covered by old-age 
and iurvivor* insurance but who 
have 
become 
totally 
disabled 
should also get in touch with their 
social 
security 
office, or have 
someone do so tor them, he said.
